PARIS, July 13 — Secretary of 
State Jam ea F Byrne* Bald today 
prospect* for success of the 21- 
natlon peace conference July 29 
are very bright and defended com­ 
promises reached by the big four 
foreign m inisters as essential to 
M end the world’s state of war. 
Byrnes met with the press as he 
waited 
to board a plane for the 
United States He expected confi­ 
dence 
that the 
fun dress 
peace 
conference would prove a success. 
He is expected to m ake a radio 
report on the big four conference 
to the 
American people 
Monday 
night. 
He said that the big four had 
made no 
compromises for 
the 
f«2 peace 
conference but rather 
for 
the treaties, emphasizing that no 
treaties could be obtained without 
compromises 
He saw no danger 
to the peace conference in applica­ 
tion of the two-thirds rule to vot­ 
ing on 
each 
treaty 
committee, 
pointing out th at minorities on any 
com m ittee had 
the full right 
to 
present their views to the full con­ 
ference 
Byrnes adm itted 
th a t he 
was 
none too happy over the big four 
tecisu.n on Trieste but noted th a t 
some compromise had to be reach­ 
ed and said that the one agreed 
upon seemed the only possible one., 
In et feet, he said, the agree­ 
m ent provided for home rule for 
the Trieste area with the m ilitary 
support of all the United Nations 
This, he said, was far better for 
the inhabitants than if they had 
all been turned over either to Yu- 
J goslavta or Italy. 
Byrnes pointed out that lf the 
big four reached no decision on 
disposition 
of 
Italy ’s 
colonies 
within a year the problem would 
be dumped 
on 
the lap 
of 
the 
United Nations. 
Critics 
of 
the 
compromises, 
Byrnes said, simply were ignorant 
of th i procedure because compro­ 
mises are essential to w’Orld peace. 
The only alternative would 
have 
*§ been separate treaties which would 
have 
brought the 
world into 
a 
clash which nobody in the world 
desired, he said. 
He wa* disappointed at the lack 
of progress on Germ any and Au­ 
stria but said he w'ould keep try ­ 
ing and 
maybe next tim e 
would 
achieve 
success. The m atter 
of 
m aking peace, he said, was not one 
of just waving a magic wand over 
the world. 
Byrnes 
said no private 
agree­ 
m ent had been made with any oth­ 
er pow'er for the consolidation of 
occupation zones In Germ any al­ 
though he pointed out th at Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin had said 
Britain wa* willing to cooperate 
with any other occupying power.

really wants a four-power agree­ 
ment but will take a 3-power or 2- 
pow'er lf it can’t get anything else.

While no official tabulation was 
obtainable as to the number of 
dead dogs, cat*, horses and squir- j 
rebs, it was unofficially estim ated 
at 75 to IOO. 
According to official records of 
the city council the proposition of 
conducting a rat cam paign was 
presented to the council at its July 
2 meeting by Mayor Ben H. Gor­ 
don, who said that it was spon­ 
sored by the Division of Foods and 
Dairies, State D epartm ent of A gri­ 
culture in cooperation with Ohio 
State University.

WASHINGTON. July 13 — The 
agriculture departm ent will term ­ 
inate Tuesday its order forcing 
farm er* to sell half of all wheat 
delivered to grain elevator*. 
The order was the departm ent * 
! chief tool in its effort to make 
250.000,000 bushels of wheat avail­ 
able to famine areas from the 1946 
crop. It now has no legal maehin 
fry to compel farm ers to m arket 
their grain. 
A companion order under which 
gram elevators can be required to 
set aside a portion of their wheat 
purchases for the government re­ 
mains on the books but the set- 
aside was left at zero. 
The set aside could he revived 
later, how'ever, if the department 
of the foreign nations for which 
it sometimes act* as purchasing 
agent are willing to pay whatever 
the m arket p n re happens to be. 
Both the set aside and forced 
sale orders w'ere suspended July I 
when price controls expired. Other- 
offieials said, the

Thus, healthy persons often 
imagine they are suffering from 
heart disease because they find 
they are breathless when they at­ 
tempt to do things which, previ­ 
ously, they could do with ease. 
They fail to realise that the 
symptoms may not be due to dis­ 
ease, but merely to lessening of 
their physical energy which eomei 
with advancing age. Thus, the 
mere presence of the symptoms 
mentioned is no sign of heart dis­ 
ease. 
However, ainee they are an in­ 
dication that possibly something is 
wrong with the heart, whenever

I they occur, a thorough study of 
the heart is advisable. This should 
include an X-ray of the heart and 
the making of an electrocardio­ 
gram or electrical tracing of the 
heart heat. Furthermore, the doe- 
tor w ill listen to the beating of th* 
heart to determine if there are any 
abnormal sounds called heart mur­ 
murs. 


Damage Without Symptoms 
Many times, damage to the 
heart may be present without pro­ 
ducing any noticeable symptoms. 
It depends upon the extent of the 
damage to the heart and the type 
of work a person does. In other 
words, if he does not do a great 
deal of physical work, he may 
never notice any shortness of 
breath or pain around the heart. 
Heart damage which is not 
catling symptoms often is dis­ 
covered during the course of a 
life-insurance examination. Th* 
wise person will have a physical 
examination at least once a year, 
so that when disorders of this type 
are present they may be discovered 
and proper treatment carried out. 
It is possible, by regulating a per­ 
son’s activities, to reduce the 
strain on the heart and thus to 
maintain its reserve power for 
many years. 
If symptoms due to heart dis­ 
ease are present the physician 
ran advise such drugs as digitalis 
which slows and strengthens the 
heart beat and thus aids in elim­ 
inating the symptoms. 
In any 
event, the physician is the only 
one who can determine the con­ 
dition Of the heart, and lay down 
rules for protecting it from fur­ 
ther injury.

COLUMBUS, July 13—Suburban 
I towns suffer comparatively few 
annual deaths and have low birth 
rates, it was revealed today by a 
report of Ohio’s vital statistics for 
1945. 
Statistics prepared in the state 
health department showed that 
Oakwood, a Dayton suburb, and 
Upper Arlington, a Columbus su­ 
burb, had the state's lowest city 
birth rates. Oakwood recorded 94 
births and Upper Arlington had 
75. or 11.4 infants per thousand 
people. 
The lowest Ohio city death rate, 
5.5 fatalities per thouaand, was re­ 
corded for Struthers in Mahoning 
county with 66 deaths and Univer­ 
sity Heights in Cuyahoga county 
with 44 deaths. 
The highest 1945 city death rate 
was 23.4 deaths per thousand res­ 
idents in Gallipolis, which had 192 
fatalities. 
Euclid City mothers brought 739 
bfhies into the world last year for 
a birth rate of 35.9 Infants per 
thousand people, the highest city 
rate in the state. 
Highest 1945 county birth rate, 
25 4 
per thousand, occurred in 
Greene 
county. 
Noble 
county's 
rate, 8.8 per thousand, was lewd­ 
est. 
A death rate of 14.4 per thou­ 
sand in Huron county was the 
state s highest county rate, and a 
rate of 6.4 deaths per thousand 
people in Paulding county was 
Ohio’s lowest in 1945. 
An important decline was noted 
in fatal cases of infantile paralysis, 
which took 88 lives in Ohio in 194c! 
Only 29 such deaths were recorded 
last year. 
The IO most reported causes of 
death were: heart disease; cancer; 
cerebral hemorrhage; nephritis, a 
kidney disease; pneumonia; tuber­ 
culosis in all forms; diabetes; pre­ 
mature birth fatal to children; ac­ 
cidental injuries from falls; and 
automobile accident injuries.
